
JAMES F. DUTTWEILER  
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Mr. James F. Duttweiler was assigned as deputy garrison 
commander, U.S. Army Garrison-Hawaii, in March 2009. His 
previous assignment was as the director, Directorate of Public 
Works, Fort Campbell, Ky., from July 2003-February 2009. A 
former colonel, Duttweiler completed 24 years on active duty 
culminating in his assignment at DPW, Fort Campbell.  
 
As a former engineer officer, Duttweiler served in a variety of 
units during his active duty career, including assignments at 
Fort Eustis, Va.; Fort Richardson, Alaska; Mogadishu, Somalia; 
Fort Riley, Kansas; and Heidelberg, Germany. He also served 
with the New Orleans Corps of Engineers District in Louisiana 
and was the director of Public Works, 26th Area Support

Prior to his assignment at Fort Campbell, Duttweiler was the Military Assistant to the Assistant
